Allotments'—State, county, und farm 


acreage allotments will be established 
on the same basis as in 1938, except 
that correction in ullot'nYents have been _ 
made based on facts which were not 
available when the 1938 allotments 
were made..

Payments—The rate of payments will

All Soil Depleting Crops 


Allotments—A total of soil-depleting 


allotment wil Inot be established for 
farms which do not have an allotment 
for cotton, tobacco, rice, wheat, pota- 
toes, or peanuts. Neither will total al- 
lotments be established for farms which 
do not produce general crops or live- 
stock for market. In 1938 total allot- 
ments were established for all farms.

Chief administrative suggestion on 


he subject of taxation has been for re- 
vision of the stale's assessment sys- 
em.

Miss Beryl Henry Outlines 


Financial Situation to 


Rotarians 


Although the Hope public school 


system manages to barely live within 
its income on direct operating ex- 
pense, there is no provision for de» 
preciation or replacement of build- 
ings and equipment—and the schools 
are providing for a vastly increased 
enrollment on a property tax valua- 
tion little more than naif what it was 
20 years ago, Miss Beryl Henry, sup- 
perintendent of city schools, told the 
Rotary club Friday noon. 


In the year 1919, Miss Henry said, 


the school system had 19 graduates, 
against 85 for last year. In 1926 the 
total school enrollment was 1,926, 
against a total of 3,126 today. 


But the total assessed valuation of 


the school district in 1919 was $9,280,522, 
while today it is 55,672,653 (1937), she 
said. 


Miss Henry pointed also to a de- 


cline in the poll tax assessment, which 
totaled 7,014 in 1919, but which had 
dropped to 5,762 in 1937. 


She gave the district's present an- 


nual income as $64,470, with expense 
of $64,435, not counting depreciation 
and other reserves, and overlooking 
the fact that the schools are always 
a year behind in revenue. 


Average cost per student is 16'A cents 


per day, she concluded.

A second type of'mental disease 


which is now Widely recognized is the 
condition known as paresis, sometimes 
called dementia paralytica. in this 
form there has Usually been an iriva* 
sion of the tissues of the brain by the 
organism which causes Syphilis. 


The damage done to the brain tis- 


sues ; is, however, considerably less 
han'-, is apparent in the breakdown of 
the physical activities of the body and 
also in the mentafMctidns. 


Another common form; of mental dis- 


turbance is the insanity of adolescence 
which is now also Called dementia 
prnecox. It is this form which appar- 
ently is beginning.:to be amenable to 
reatment by the newly discovered in- 
iulin sh*ck method.

Finally, there are other, forms of 


mental breakdown associated 
with 


chronic 'poisoning or damage to the 
issues by alcohol, lend and similar 
poisons.; As a''part 'of the great men- 
al problem we recognize those cases 
f mental defect which occur in chil- 
dren at. birth and which nre due to 
ailure of certain portions of the brain 
o develop properly. 
.There are Vnany finer classifications 
if instantly as well. For instance, we 
lear much of the condition called 
wanoia. This refers to people who 
lave fixed suspicions and ideas of per- 
ecution Which are, of course, not bas- 
ed on a .perverted interpretation of 
vents that have occurred. 
Quite requently a person with para- 


loia esems to be brilliant and, in fact, 
f a higher order of intelligence than 
he average, human being. There are,

The Longfellow Few Knew 


The picture of whitc-lmired Henry 


Wndsworth Longfellow patting little 
children on their heads nnd walking 
slowly obout the .shaded walks of 
Cambridge is n fixture In American 
literature. And bccau.sc of it the poet 
lias suffered. 


His brother Samuel is responsible 


for this colorless figure. Samuel wrote 
a thrce-voluwe biography which has 
been accepted for more than 50 years 
a slhe official life of Longfellow. But 
Samuel was nn ultra-Victorian with 
the result that he carefully deleted 
from his brother's life story anything 
but the said, dignified portraits so fav- 
ored in the 13th century. 


So we hnve come to think of Long- 


fellow as the sage of Cambridge, when 
as a matter of fuel ho was incurably 
romnntic. led a mystic, passionate 
youth. He wns ambitious, but the prac- 
tical Yankee in him was forever quar- 
reling with the soul of the poet. In his 
youth he wns married early nnd after 
the death of his first wife, fell hope- 
lessly in love with Frances Ajjpleton. 


This new Longfellow you meet in a 


book of profound literary significance 
and one of good rending as well, 
"Young Longfellow," by Lawrence 
Thompson (Mucmillan: $4.50). You will 
hnve gnirted a deeper appreciation "of 
the poet by rending it. 


For Mr, Thompson has gone back 


to the unccnsorcd Longfellow letters, 
clinries, journals, interpreted his poems 
in the light of his early romanticism. 
He explores, for instance, the seven 
long years in which the poet sought 
Frances Applcton, pouring out his 
heart nil the while in his poems. He 
us a youthful, nrdent Longfellow, more 
lovable perhaps than the white-haired 
man of Harvard.—P. G. F.
